O ne of this year’s “Chicago 7” buildings deemed threatened by a local preser- 
vation group isn’t a building at all. Neon signs “throughout the city” made 
Preservation Chicago’s annual list of the city’s most endangered structures. 


The signs, which often become local icons, 
were “a popular form of advertising from the 
1930S to the 1960s,” the group notes. 

The cost of maintaining the mid-20th-cen- 
tury signs has reduced the number of working 
signs and led to the growth of “other less vi- 
brant forms of advertisements,” according to 
the organization. 

“There was a time when you would look 
down Randolph Street from Michigan Av- 
enue, and see many many neon signs,” said 
Ward MiUer, the group’s executive director. 
He added that neon signs barely have missed 
making the Chicago 7 list in previous years. 

Also on the list are 28 acres of a 115-acre man- 
ufacturing site that formerly housed A. Finkl & 
Sons O) in West Lincoln Park. The steel com- 
pany moved to the South Side in 2013. 

The mostly vacant former industrial site 


has several buildings with threats of demoli- 
tion, Preservation Chicago said. Some area 
residents are asking the city to rezone a por- 
tion of the manufacturing district into a resi- 
dential one. 

Although most of the buildings on this 
year’s list are vacant, one is still in use by the 
Chicago Park District. 

Clarendon Park Community Center ( 2 ) at 
4501 N. Clarendon Ave. made the list because 
“extensive, heavy-handed and inappropriate 
alterations” have put it at risk, according to 
Preservation Chicago. 

The almost loo-year-old building was built 
for access to what used to be one of Chicago’s 
most popular beaches. The land between the 
building and lake was filled for parkland and 
Lake Shore Drive. 

Miller said 30 to 40 buildings were nomi- 


nated this year. The seven chosen were select- 
ed because they are considered to be the most 
endangered out of the nominations. 

Miller hopes the list brings recognition to 
the endangered buildings and creates interest 
in revitalizing them for Chicagoans. 

“We’re bringing about an awareness to at- 
tract individuals or developers who might 
have not seen these structures before,” he

Suit filed in fatal police shooting 


Action alleges cover-up, 
civil rights violations

It’s been almost seven months since Cyn- 
thia Lane’s 19 -year-old son was fatally shot 
by Chicago police officers on the city’s 
West Side, and she still has yet to learn a 
single thing about the investigation. 

She doesn’t know the names of the of- 
ficers who opened fire, or whether they’ve 
been disciplined or are still on the street. 

She doesn’t know why police were chas- 
ing her son, Roshad McIntosh, that night, 
or whether he was shot after he had surren- 
dered, as some witnesses claimed. 

Tears streamed down Lane’s face 
Wednesday as she stood in the lobby of the 
Dirksen U.S. Courthouse, where her law- 
yers announced a federal wrongful death 
lawsuit alleging that police killed McIn- 
tosh without justification and have since 
conspired to cover it up. 

“I would just like to know why why did 
they shoot my son?” Lane said. 

McIntosh’s killing in August was one of 


the first shootings by Chicago police offi- 
cers after an unarmed black teen was fatal- 
ly shot by police in Ferguson, Mo., spark- 
ing nationwide anger over the use of force 
by law enforcement against black youths. 

After McIntosh’s shooting, protesters 
marched through the streets of Lawndale, 
claiming that he had been unarmed and 
had surrendered to police when officers 
opened fire— similar to claims made by 
relatives of Michael Brown in Ferguson. 

According to the lawsuit, which names 
as defendants the city and two “John Doe” 
police officers, McIntosh was “enjoying a 
summer evening” in the 2800 block ofWest 
Polk Street when police officers jumped 
out of their cars with weapons drawn and 
chased him into a nearby backyard. 

McIntosh, who was unarmed, surren- 
dered, but the officers opened fire anyway, 
“killing him without cause or provoca- 
tion,” the lawsuit alleges. 

Police accounts from that night tell a 
vastly different story Gang enforcement 
officers responding to a call of armed men 
on the block spotted people matching the 


descriptions they had been given, and one 
of them began running when officers ap- 
proached, according to a Police Depart- 
ment statement. 

At least one officer gave chase, po- 
lice said. As McIntosh ran, he took out a 
weapon and refused the officer’s order to 
drop it, police said. “The offender then ... 
pointed his weapon in the direction of the 
officer,” according to the statement. 

“%u got an offender with a gun. Instead 
of dropping the gun and surrendering, he 
points the gun at the police, and the officer 
has no choice,” said Pat Camden, a spokes- 
man for the police union. Police recovered 
a 9 mm handgun at the scene, he said. 

McIntosh was pronounced dead at 
Mount Sinai Hospital. 

The lawsuit, brought by the People’s 
Law Office, also alleges civil rights viola- 
tions, claiming that the Police Depart- 
ment’s policies and practices have led to 
the racially motivated shootings of black 
men across the city and a “police code of 
silence” when it comes to investigating and 
disciplining its own. 


McDonald’s cashier 
steals customer’s 
laptop: prosecutors

A cashier at a McDonald’s in the Gold Coast 
has been charged with a felony after allegedly 
stealing a customer’s laptop, prosecutors said 
at a preliminary hearing Wednesday 

On Monday, the customer placed an order 
with Norval Johnson, 23, at the McDonald’s, 
10 E. Chicago Ave., and accidentally left a 
MacBook Pro in a bag on the counter, pros- 
ecutors said. When the customer, a woman, 
realized her mistake and came back to the 
counter, the laptop was missing. 

The woman then left the McDonald’s and 
flagged a police officer, according to a police 
report. Johnson allegedly told officers that a 
man wearing aTimberland knit cap and a dark 
hoodie had stolen the laptop and left the store. 

But when police reviewed security tapes, 
the report states, they saw Johnson pick up 
the laptop, take it to a back room and put it 
on a shelf under his jacket. A manager found 
the laptop in the back room under the same 
jacket, the report states. 

During the hearing. Cook County Judge 
Donald Panarese Jr. ordered Johnson, of the 
7300 block of North Damen Avenue in Chica- 
go, released on a $75,000 recognizance bond 
and placed him on electronic monitoring.

Five homicides were reported in Chicago in 
the past week, with two of the killings in Rose- 
land on the South Side, according to prelimi- 
nary police data. 

Two men, ages 23 and 60, were shot 
to death in separate Roseland killings 
Feb. 25, police report. Police say one of the 
killings was possibly gang-related while the 
motive in the other case is not known. Charg- 
es had not been announced in either case, as 
of Wednesday afternoon. 

Roseland has logged six homicides so far this 
year, the most of any Chicago community area. 
Of the six killings, arrests have been announced 
in two of the homicides, according to officials. 

Roseland logged 12 homicides last year, ac- 
cording to RedEye data. 

Citywide, gunshot homicides have been 
logged in the past week in South Deering and 
Avalon Park on the South Side and in Rogers 
Park on the North Side, according to police 
information. 

February ended last week with 19 homi- 
cides, down from 21 homicides in February 
2014, according to a RedEye analysis. Two ho- 
micides have been reported so far this month. 
Twenty-five homicides were logged in March 
2014, according to RedEye data. 

The city has reported 53 homicides versus 
49 killings in the same period in 2014, accord- 
ing to RedEye data.

Justices divided over heaith care subsidies 


Sharply divided along familiar lines, the Su- 
preme Court took up a politically charged 
new challenge to President Obama’s health 
overhaul Wednesday in a dispute over the tax 
subsidies that make insurance affordable for 
millions of Americans. 

The outcome in what Justice Elena Kagan 
called “this never-ending saga” of Republican- 
led efforts to kill the Affordable Care Act ap- 
pears to hinge on the votes of Chief Justice 
John Roberts, whose vote saved the law three 
years ago, and Justice Anthony Kennedy 

Roberts said almost nothing in Wednes- 
day’s 85 minutes of lively back-and-forth, and 
Kennedy who voted to strike down the health 


law in 2012, asked questions of both sides that 
made it hard to tell where he might come out 
this time. 

Otherwise, the same liberal-conservative 
divide that characterized the earlier case was 
evident in the packed courtroom with the 
same lawyers facing off as in 2012. 

Millions of people could be affected by the 
court’s decision. The justices are trying to de- 
termine whether the law makes people in all 
50 states eligible for federal tax subsidies to 
cut the cost of insurance premiums. Oppo- 
nents say that only residents of states that set 
up their own insurance markets can get fed- 
eral subsidies to help pay the premiums. 


U.S. clears officer 
in Ferguson case 

The Justice Department on 
Wednesday cleared Darren 
Wilson, the white former 
Ferguson, Mo., police officer in 
the fatal shooting of Michael 
Brown, an unarmed black 
18-year-old, but also issued a 
report calling for changes in 
city law enforcement practic- 
es it called discriminatory and 
unconstitutional. 


Alabama gay 
marriage under fire 

Alabama’s stand against 
same-sex marriage got a 
boost Wednesday when the 
state’s highest court ruled that 
its ban remains legal, despite 
federal court pressure to be- 
gin issuing licenses to gays 
and lesbians. Advocates said 
they’re not giving up and the 
justices in Montgomery will 
end up on history’s losing side. 


U.S. ambassador 
attacked in S. Korea 

U.S. Ambassador Mark Lippert 
was slashed on the face and 
wrist by a man wielding a 
blade and screaming that 
the rival Koreas should be 
unified. South Korean police 
said Thursday. The U.S. State 
Department said Lippert was 
being treated at a local hospi- 
tal and his injuries weren’t life 
threatening.

When the news of 
Jackie Robinson West 
whistleblower Chris 
Janes’ arrest hit social 
media, many JRW 
supporters rejoiced. 

Words like 
“karma,” “schaden- 
freude” and “snitch” 
were thrown around 
regarding the Ev- 
ergreen Park Little 
League coach. When 
I shared the story 
I don’t think I’ve 
ever seen something go viral in such a short 
period. 

Even though Janes found out firsthand 
that whistleblowing has its drawbacks, let’s 
not take our eyes off the ball. No matter 
what you believe, JRW broke the rules. That 
took place before Janes alerted Little League 
officials; his arrest won’t change that. His ar- 
rest doesn’t help the kids, and JRW won’t be 
restored as champion because of this. 

I understand why folks need to have a 
convenient villain here — every story needs 
an antagonist. However, a lot of misinforma- 
tion has spread like wildfire regarding the 
JRW saga. 

Emotion continues to trump logic in this 


story A few weeks ago, I saw a meme posted 
by a well-known TV analyst, who was busted 
for fraud last year, saying the only three 
teams in Little League history who had their 
titles stripped were all-African American 
teams. If you followed Little League before 
last year, you would know that claim is com- 
pletely false. 

When news of JRW losing its title broke, a 
friend accused me of profiting off the team. I 
guess he and Illini football coach Tim Beck- 
man have the same distorted view of how 
journalism is supposed to work. Hint: It’s not 
about helping teams in anyway they can— 
fair and balanced is the name of the game. 

Before you lose perspective on this whole 
thing, ask yourselves these three questions: 
Had you heard of Jackie Robinson West 
before 2014? Do you even know the name 
of the team who beat JRW in the 2013 Little 
League tournament? Are you aware of the 
current dynamic of youth sports? If not, step 
back and take a deep breath. 

It is like I have been saying since the origi- 
nal story surfaced: This story has many levels. 
There are no winners here. These things are 
commonplace in youth sports. 

Bottom line, your sense of get-back is 
flawed and misguided.

Late director John 
Hughes’ coming-of-age 
classics take the stage

Maybe you never loaned your undies to a 
geek at the high school dance. But chances 
are, at some point in your formative years, 
you felt invisible. Or invincible. Or so love- 
sick you couldn’t sleep. John Hughes got 
that— and though the American teenage 
experience has changed in the three de- 
cades since the late director was at his most 
prolific, those universal adolescent feelings 
haven’t. As “The Breakfast Club” marks its 
30th anniversary this year, Hughes’ Chicago- 
centric movies remain a cultural touchstone. 

So it seems only appropriate that along 
with the cliques and crushes of the films’ 
high school settings, a new theatrical cele- 
bration of the former Lake Forest resident’s 
work also will include a rumor— or Rumer, 
in this case. Rumer Willis, an actress, singer 


and the eldest daughter of Demi Moore and 
Bruce Willis, headlines Broadway in Chi- 
cago’s premiere of “For the Record: Dear 
John Hughes,” opening Thursday In the 
cabaret-style show, the 26 -year-old plays the 
Basket Case, a nod to Ally Sheed/s eccen- 
tric “Breakfast Club” character, in a musical 
mashup of Hughes’ classics including “The 
Breakfast Club,” “Sixteen Candles,” “Some 
Kind ofWonderful,” “Weird Science,” “Pret- 
ty in Pink” and “Ferris Bueller’s Day Off” 
“It’s cool because all of the stories are 


woven together, so it’s like getting to have 
a movie marathon within a two-hour time 
frame,” Willis said during a visit to RedEye’s 
newsroom Monday 

Joining Willis in performing synth-heavy 
songs from the movies’ soundtracks, as 
well as some of the film’s more memorable 
scenes, are Chicago natives Jackie Seiden 
and Patrick Mulvey along with cast mem- 
bers playing fellow “Breakfast Club” arche- 
types the Athlete, Princess, Criminal and 
Brain to Willis’ Basket Case.

on the role of Ferris’ sister in “Ferris Buel- 
ler” scenes and “Some Kind of Wonderful’s” 
Watts, but Willis says Basket Case is the teen 
cliche with which she identifies most. 

“It took me a long time to come out of my 
shell in high school,” Willis said. “I was defi- 
nitely much more [pulls jacket around head] 
in the corner.” 

Though Willis says she didn’t see much of 
Hughes’ work until after she’d gone through 
adolescence, it still strikes a chord. “{His 
films are] so relevant. I think that’s the beau- 
ty of it. That angst will never cease to be in 
fashion,” she said.

CHEF SHIN THOMPSON JOINS CROWDED 
RAMEN SCENE WITH FURIOUS SPOON

Chef Shin Thompson has always seemed to 
be ahead of the curve. To me, his food seems 
as detailed and thoughtful as the work of a 
super-chef like Curtis Dufly of Grace, but, 
unlike Dufly major success has eluded him. 
Bonsoiree was one of Chicago’s first under- 
ground restaurants, and his next restaurant, 
Kabocha, was a unique attempt at fusing up- 
scale Japanese flavor with a French brasserie 
spirit. “We didn’t have a very clear vision {at 
Kabocha,}” Thompson said. “That’s why Fm 
trying to be so focused with Furious Spoon.” 
Unlike Kabocha or Bonsoiree, Thompson’s 
new noodle joint in Wicker Park is almost 
behind the curve, following a flurry of ramen 
restaurants: Strings, Ajida, Ramen-san, High 
Five Ramen and Oiistar. I stopped in to Furi- 
ous Spoon recently to see if a calculated and 
focused late arrival to the Japanese noodle 
party would pay off— or if it would be a tiny 
splash in an already crowded pool. 

iThesceri^ In some ways. Furious Spoon’s 
dining room looked and felt like the inside of 
a sauna. Communal tables and walls are lined 
with rough-hewn wood coated in rainbow- 
colored murals, including one of a spaceman 
samurai wielding a blazing spoon-like ladle. 
Steam rose from cauldron-sized pots of broth 
and flowed over the counter seating. People 
were packed in to the narrow space so tightly 


it felt like a Blue Line train during rush hour. 
On the other hand, it was subzero outside. 
The heat felt vital and reaffirming. 

I The brothil Even if you hate the hot room, 
you’ll love the soup. There are four bowls on 
offer and they differ mainly in their flavoring 
and garnish. The base of each is a pork shin 
bone stock, which is simmered for at least 
i8 hours. The result is clear, lip-smacking and 
silky Fd always thought the 
sign of a great broth is that 
it’s so thick you almost could 
stand a pair of chopsticks up 
in it. But Thompson’s broth 
has great body without being 
overbearingly thick, and 
that achievement is, to some 
extent, one of science. He 
uses a refractometer, a piece 
of equipment made especially 
for evaluating the viscosity of 
the final stock. “If you think 
of water as zero and a solid 
block as lOO, we find the right 
measurement for a great stock 
is around lo,” Thompson said. 

I The noodles: [ Into that broth, 

Thompson puts superbly 
springy noodles that he makes 
from scratch with a noodle 


machine that mixes, sheets and cuts the noo- 
dle dough. The machine came from Thomp- 
son’s “ramen sensei,” a guy he studied with 
for three weeks in Japan in preparation for 
opening his own shop. “It cost me more to 
get it here than it cost me to buy,” Thompson 
said of the machine, which was shipped from 
Osaka, Japan. “It weighs 8oo pounds.” It was 
definitely a worthwhile investment. Many 
ramen shops around town procure their 
noodles from California- 
based Sun Noodle, and while 
they’re good, they don’t quite 
have the chew that Thomp- 
son’s do. The shoyu or soy 
sauce ramen ($8.75) features 
a fish-sauce backnote and 
chewy chunks of bamboo, 
cha-sui (pork belly), toasted 
seaweed and crunchy bean 
sprouts. Just make sure to add 
in a poached egg ($1.50) with 
your order. Just as addictive 
as the ramen is the cha-sui 
rice bowl ($3.75) featuring 
perfectly steamed mounds 
of rice topped with chopped 
pork belly and scallions. 
Though the dish is simple, 
each grain was distinct and 
coated with pork gravy from 
the cha-sui bits. 


I The garnishes and sides: I Thompson’s grand- 
father owned a ramen shop in Hokkaido, 
Japan, during the ’60s. In a nod to his love for 
apples, Thompson infuses the ramen broth 
with apples and also serves them cubed along 
with shimeji mushrooms, carrots and red 
onion in a tiny bowl of excellent sweet-and- 
sour pickled vegetables ($2.25). In the house- 
made hot sauce, tart and sweet diced apple 
balances out the flame of habanero chilis. 
(Thompson should consider bottling the 
sauce, it would make a worthy competitor to 
much-beloved sriracha.) The hot sauce perks 
up the house “furious” ramen ($11.75), a spicy 
miso pork broth garnished with rich beef 
brisket, a hearty plank of cha-sui and tender 
hunks of pork cheek. Alongside those rafts 
of protein sits a perfect runny poached egg, 
rice-wine marinated mushrooms and garlic 
relish. The combo of sweet, heat and salt was 
miraculous, a bowl I expect I’ll return to eat 
many times this year. 

io^Pp linefYou will be packed in tight. You 
may sweat. You will bounce to the classic hip- 
hop tunes served up over the dining room 
speakers. But, more than anything, at Furious 
Spoon, you’ll be dining on some of the very 
best bowls of ramen available in Chicago.
